This Is Fourth Jury in Eight 
Days to Find Verdict Un- 
der Habitual Criminal 
Law. nage 


Richard Lawrence, 18 years old, 
charged with Jarceny of an auto- 
mobile and tried under the habit- 
uai criminal act, was found guilty 
yesterday by a Circuit Court jury, 
which fixed the maximum penalty, 
25 years, as the habitual criminal 
act requires. 

This is the longest sentence ever 


imposed here on an automobile 
thief. Larceny of an automobile 
is punishable by imprisonment be- 
{ween 2 and 25 years and most 
terms have ranged around the 
minimum. 

Lawrencé wag tried under the 
habitual criminal provision which 
makes the maximum punishment 
mandatory when a prior conviction 
of a felony is shown. 

Previous Record Shown. 

The State submitted records to 
show Lawrence pleaded guilty of 
operating a motor vehicle without 
the owner’s consent, last Dec. 14, 
and had been sentenced to a year 
in the workhouse. He was dis- 
charged after eight months and ar- 
rested a month later, charged with 
repeating the offense. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Fiynn 
offered to let Lawrence off with 
another year’s sentence if he would 
again plea? guilty, saving the State 
the trouble and expense of trial. 
Lawrence refused, although a sim- 
ilar offer was accepted by Elmer 
Lott, 21, 4076 Concordia avenue, 
who had been arrested with Him 
for both offenses and had gone to 
the workhouse with him the first 
time. 

Yesterday Lott, testifying for the 
State, related that he and Law- 
rence had taken a Chevrolet road- 
ster belonging to Joseph L. Nicho- 
las, 3727 Miami street, from a 
parking place behind a ten-cent 
store at Grand boulevard and Mi- 
ami street, the night of Sept. 2. 
They unlocked the car with a key 
they carried, Lott said, and drove 
to a garage at Lawrence’s home, 
4333 Itaska street, where they dis- 
guiged the car by repainting it and 
putting on license plates taken 
from Lawrence’s father’s car. They 
then drove to the Meramec River, 
where they discarded the original 
top and original license plates, Lott 
continued. 

Car Recovered Week Latcr. 

The car was used for joyrides. 
Police recovered it a week later, 
parked at Lott’s home. In the car 
were a tire and tube stolen from 
another Chevrolet. The elder 
Lawrence’s license plates were still 
on the car. 

Lawrence contradicted Lott’s tes- 
timony, he and his parents pre- 
senting an alibi defense that he 
was at home, listenin gto a radio, 
at the time the car was stolen. He 
admitted lending his father’s li- 
cense plates to Lott, but denied 
knowin gthey were to be put on a 
stolen car. The jury found him 
guilty after 20 minutes’ delibera- 
tion. 

The previous offense of which 
Lawrence and Lott. were convicted 
was the theft of a sport roadster 
from an automobile agency at 3438 
South Grand boulevard, which they 
broke into at midnight Nov. 13, 
1928. Lawrence drove around, then 
parked it overnight at Lott's home. 
Two days later they drove to Ca- 
rondelet Park and abandoned the 
car. 
Lawrence, who has been picked 
up frequently by police in the last 
two years, thinks 25 years is “too 
long a stretch” for an automobile 
theft charge, so he has asked his

Only a few of the passengers 
were slightly injured -~when the 
train struck a section of track 
where two ‘lengths of rails had 
been loosened. No jewelry was in- 
cluded in the loot, according to 
passengers. Many valuables were 
saved by a warning given by A. M. 
Smith-of Chicago, a Pullman por- 
ter, who rushed through the train 
ahead.of the robber. 

Man Robbed of $74. 

Louis C. Dalk of Salem, Ore,, 
was the only passenger left in-one 
ef the Pullmans when the robber 
went through. He was robbed of 
$i4. W. B. Lydick of Tekemah, 
Neb., said he talked back to the 
youth, whe. departed without at- 
tempting to reb him. 

Mrs. Dora Witt of Pittsburg, Pa., 
was in a group outside the train 
at the side of the. observation car. 
She said she told the robber she 
had no money with her and he did 
ngt search her. Mrs. Witt wag go- 
ing to Hupert, Idaho. Mrs. L. F. 
Larson of Portland, Ore., on her 
way home from Chicago, was held 
up outside the train, but reported 
n@ - Loss. 

Mrs, C. E. Bailey of Charlevoix, 
Mich., was one of the women 
warned by Smith, and had no of- 
fering for the robber when he ap- 
peared outside the wrecked cars. 
A crowbar and a heavy wrench 
used by the robber in loosening the 
rails were found today. 

: Five Coaches Derailed. 

The engine and baggage 
passed over the loosened rails 
without leaving the tracks. The 
next car, a codch, left the rails, but 
remained upright. The five re- 
maining cars, two Pullmans, a din- 
ing car, Observation ear and a 
coach, left the tracks and tore a 
deep furrow in the right of way. | 

It was thought likely that the 
robbery was committed for spite, as 
the robber was quoted by’ several 
passengers as saying, “I’ve got a 
wife and two kids at home and 
the r@iroad won't give me work.” 


Railroad executives pointed out, 
however, that the Portland Limited 
is not a mail train, and that the 
robber may have planned to hold 
up train No. 5, which preceded the 
Limited and carried mail to the 
Pacific Northwest.

A visit to the prison at Chester, 
Iil., started her on, her career. 
She invited a boy or two to come 
to her when they got out and her 
activity’ increased until “Mother 
Runyan on Olive street” became 
an institution. 


Pieaded for Convicts. 


“Mother” Runyan had journeyed 
again and again to Chester and 
Jefferson City to argue cases be- 
fore Pardon Boards, to plead for 
boys who she thought would go 
straight if they got the chance. 
Sometimes relatives of* those she 
pleaded for paid her expenses; 
sometimes not. At home Mrs. 
Runyan cared for her roomers on 
the second floor and her boys in 
the basement, scurrying around for 
gifts of money and clothing. 

The walls of “Mother” Runyan’s 
basement were lined with bunks, 
enough to accommodate as many 
as 40 of the boys at one time. In 


“coffee and * as she described 
it, and hustled them out to look 
for work. If their clothes were 
shabby, she patched and mended, 
or looked in her big trunk for 
something newer that would fit. 

“I’ve always had a hankering to 
look after those who were down 
and out,” was the way she ex- 
plained it. “I felt called to do this 
work like a minister is called to 
preach. When I was a little girl 
on the farm my father used to give

bly will be swelled by several more 
today with “pickups” of these who 
were not “at home” last night, 
Lane said. 


The prohibition agents were 
from Kansas City and S&t. Louis, 
many of them having worked in 
the preliminary survey shifting 
from one town to another for a 
several days’. vigit.

The city 
contended the holding company 
had no legal standing before the 
commission, because of this omis- 
sion.

“The commission has no control 
over these holding companies and 
the securities they issue. Each 
time one of these holding company 
applications is granted we lose 
some of our authority over our 
public utilities.” 

lormer Judge Priest contended 
the order was contrary to public 
policy in Missouri. He declared 
the commission was in error when 
it ruled it was not necessary to 
show that the public would be 
benefited by the holding company 
control, as a condition of granting 
such authority. The commission 
indicated there must be some proof 
that the ‘transfer of control would 
be detrimental.to the public inter- 
est before the commission could 
refuse to grant the authority. 

Priest declared the holding com- 
pany had not. proved its contention 
it would be in’ a position to render 
financial, engineering and man- 
agerial assistance to the operating 
company. | 

Noah Simpson, Jefferson City, 
attorney forthe City Utilities Co., 
asserted the activities of the com- 
pany did not constitute doing busi- 
ness In Missouri, within the mean- 
ing of the corporation law, and at 
it had.not been necessary for the 
holding company to obtain a license 
as a foreign corporation. He de- 
nied the transfer of stock to the 
holding company was contrary to 
public policy in Missouri and in- 
sisted it'would be necessary to hold 
61 per cent of the*stock to gain 
legal control of the operating com- 
pany.

Mrs. Hill's father is W. Eur 

Richarison, Saskatchewan finan- 

cier. 

Before the present divorce suit 
there was another breach in the 
romance of the Follies beauty and 
the wealthy Westerner. In October.

‘LONDON PAPER CRITICISES 
~~ DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY 


It Was Clakned by American Em- 
bassy Secretary Watered Gar- 
den During Drouth.

LONDON, Nov. 26—The policy 
of extending diplomatic immunity 
to members of foreign embassy 
staffs has found critics here. it 
seems a member-of the American 
Embassy secretaria! staff watered 
his garden in Surbiton at a time 
Awhen drought regulations prohib- 
ited use of water except as a bev- 
erage and for cooking and bathing. 
"Ye claimed diplomatic immunity, 
so the case was dismissed. Which 
moved an evening paper, the Star. 
to this editorial comment: 

“If a foreign diplomat may take 
water which is denied to the na- 
tive payer, of water rate, may he 
take a loaf of bread out-of a bak- 
er’s shop?

26.--In the 
chamber where as a Senator from 
Wyoming he was a familiar figure 
for nearly 40 years, President Hoo- 
ver and other high officials today 
attended funeral services for Fran- 
cis E. Warren.

The casket, placed in 
front of the rostrum, was draped 
in an American flag, symbolic of 
service under the stars and stripes 
when as a young map Warren ‘won 
the Congressional Medai of Honor 
for bravery. in the Union army. 

Besides the President, those 
jgatheregd to pay final respect in- 
cluded members of the Cabinet, 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, 
members of the House and Senate. 
representatives of foreign powers, 
personal friends and members of 
the family, including Gen. John J. 
Pershing, son-in-law ef the late 
Senator. 

In the chamber, not many feet 
from the easket, were representa- 
tives of the French nation, which 


like America is in mourning, the 
French people only a few days 
ago having liost their picturesque 
“father of victory,” Georges Clem- 
eneeau. 


The funeral service was simple 
but impressive. It was conducted 
by the Rev. Z B. Phiilips, cham 
lain of the Senate, who read the 
buria] service of the Episcepa! 
Church. 

The ceremony was opened by 
Vice President Curtis who’ said 
Senator Warren Was “a great and 
good man, whose passing we ali 
mourn.” 

He then turned the service over 
to the Rev. Mr, Phillips. 

Mrs, Warren, the widow, veiled 
in black, sat close beside the flag 
draped casket. On either side of 
her were Gen. Pershing, and her

Pair Weather Ends. 

The fair weather which lasted a 
week and made flying to the moun- 
tain base possible has ended in a 
stiff blow. 

The contrasts in weather here are 
astonishing. For several days the 
sun shone out of a cloudless sky 
with a gentle wind from the south 
that kept the air clear all the way 
to the mountains and even over the 
Polar plateau. But day before 
yesterday it began to cloud up in- 
land, where the geological party 
was plugging along and yesterday 
clouds began to form here. 

It was so warm yesterday and 
the sun so brilliant that faces were 
sunburned. The thermometer went 
up to 18 above zero. 

But last night, when the wind 
shifted, the mercury began sliding 
down rapidly below zero. The 
weather is always uncertain here 
and clears or gets thick as the cold 
air shifts out from the interior or 
warm air blows in from the sea, 

Today there seems every pros- 
pect of several days of overcast 
weather and strong winds from the 
east, the point from which come 
most of the blizzards that strike 
period of

BEG that you will permit one who 
I for many years has been an observer 
of business affairs and has no motive to 
deceive. to address those of your readers 
who are perpicxed by the calculated 
propaganda of the time with respect to 
the recent panic on the New York Stock- 
Exchange. People who recall the panics 
ef the past may not have been deceived, 
but others, less familiar with the finan- 
cial history of the country, have been 
and are being misied by what they read. 

The fact is the recent crisis, like all 
others of the past, was occasioned by the 
discovery that many persons had bought 
om credit shares of stock at more than 
they were worth; and nothing can rescue 
them from the consequences of such in- 
discretion. Some of your readers may re- 
member the “Sunshine” movement in- 
aggurated by the merchants of St-Louis 

er the crisis of 1907. Always such re- 
scetions have followed crises; and every 
student will recall the phrase “prema- 
ture optimism” used to describe them 
by the economists. 

The recent crisis was in all respects 
like those that preceded it; for it mat- 
ters not whether you borrow money to 
pay for goods or for stocks more than 
you can sell them for, the purchasers 
must in either event lose. In the crisis 
just past, the paper losses resulting from 
the decline in stock values amounted to 
$15,.000,000,000. The strong of course 


were able to carry on, but the weak were 
sold out and their losses, excessive in 
many, many instances, can not be re-| 
govered.

on its market value during a period 
of unexampled prosperity, is not a good 
purchase at the market.

leaders went so far, when the bill was being con- 
sidered by the 1925 Legislature, as to oppose it on 
the ground that, lacking a State insurance feature, it 
was incomplete.

One of the reasons the compensation act came into 


being was the rise of a large number of ambulance 


chasing lawyers who not only scrupled at nothing to 
obtain excessive verdicts in damage suits, but also 


preyed upon their clients by demanding extortionate 
fees. To defend themselves against the sharp practice 
of shysters, insurance companies were forced to build 
up powerfal organizations to present their side of 
the case. The law effectively removed the ambu- 
lance chasers from the picture, but it left the insur- 
ance organizations in the field. The result is that an 
injured employe, if his case presents difficult points, 
is at a disadvantage. 

Heretofore, any number of lawyers would *have 
leaped to his defense, but the compensation act, fix- 
ing specific sums for specific injuries, makes it un- 
profitable for them to act. Unskilled in the marshal- 
ing of evidence or the presentation of facts, the in- 
jured man appears alone. The insurance company. 
however, naturally alive to its own interests, has in 
the field crews of trained investigators, lawyers and 
doctors to prepare its case. An uneven and often 
unfair battle results. 

In one case, for instance, a very important point 
of law was involved in a compensation case, although 
the claimant, even if he won his case, stood to recover 
only $146.10. Losing his case in the lower court, he 
took it to an appellate court. He could not pay the 
cost of the appeal, and his lawyers deserted him. 


The insurance company, of course, ably presented /- 


its case, and the court, noting the fact that the 
claimant had filed no brief and that it was thus 
without the benefit of his argument, decided in the 
insurance company’s favor. Such incidents as this 
establish important precedents which are likely to 
react in thousands of cases against injured work- 
men. 

R. T. Wood, of the State Federation of Labor, 
makes serious charges against insurance companies. 
He says they are using “underhand” tactics, that the 
companies have attempted to force injured workmen 
to accept settlements for less than they were entitled 
to receive under the law, have caused delays in 
clearing up cases, and have otherwise attempted to 
pervert the purpose and spirit of the compensation 
act. We are not qualified to pass on the merits 
of these charges, but even if the conduct of the 
insurance companies were entirely above reproach, 
there is no doubt their unceasing vigilance, fheir 
resources, their skilled advocates, are bound to create 
at least a psychological element in their favor ta the

He most dliberately and 
coolly threw passes and blocked 
out many Of the would-be tacklers, 
sO that Mike Cianciola could 
plough through the line. Bieber 
had been drilled to run interfer- 
ence for the other backs most of 
the year, but his real ability was 
displayed as he picked his way 
through the line last week. 

Dave Cook’s selection is unques- 


tioned. He undoubtedly was the 
greatest individual attraction the 
league had and his departure will 
be keenly felt at the boxoffice. 
Cook was the best triple-threat 
man in the league. 

Bill Hundhausen would make an 
ideal running mat for Cook. 
Hundhausen is not as good in de-

Being injured at the start of the 
season could not keep Jack Barnes 
off the team. Barnes opened the 
league campaign with a leg that 
pained him at every step, yet 
Roosevelt managed to beat Cleve- 
land, 6 to 0, and Barnes was in 
the midst of the assault.

special committee to investigate 
not only the Iowa case but athletic 
conditions in other Big Ten schools, 
last night said his group, which 
included Prof Thomas E. French 
of Ohio State University, and the 
late Prof,, George Goodenough of 
the University of Lllinois, bad not 
met and would not have a report 
ready when the faculty committee 
meets in Chicago. 

Failure to dispose of tlowa’s 
troubles will force Big Ten basket- 
ball coaches to the necessity of re- 
vising the rotating schedule which 
has been in effect for several years, 
for Iowa will not be eligible for 
competition after Jan. 1, and the 
Big Ten championship reason does 
not open until after New Year's 
day. Under the plan, each school 
plays 17 games, five practice af- 
fairs, amd 12 against conference 
teams. The 12 yeague games are 
played on a home and home basis 
with six member schools, and with 
Iowa out, {it would be necessary to 
make a new arrangement. 

Iowa Banned Last Junc. 
Iowa was banned from athletic 
competition with other Big Ten 
schools after the annual Big Ten 
track and field chainpionships last 
June. The action was taken by the 
faculty committee on athletics, 
which charged Iowa with having 
proselytel and hired athletes, and 
having maintained a “slush” fund 
for the support of athletes. Iowa 
officials immediately started a 
house-cleaning, and iate in June, 
made its first plea for reinstate- 
ment 
The faculty committee rejected 
the petition, with the belief that 
more time should elapse before 
considering reinstatement for lowa. 
Meanwhile, lowa has marked 
time in making up its basket ball 
schedule, listing only practice 
games to be played before Jan. 1. 
So far the Hawkeyes have sched- 
uled twoi contests with Pittsburg 
schools, one with Duquesne Uni- 
versity and the other with the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburg and games with 
Notre Dame and Marquette Uni- 
versity.

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Texas Loop Head,

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 26.—J. Doak 
Roberts, president of the Texas 
Baseball League since 1920, died 
at his home here yesterday after an 
illness of more than @ year. He 
was 58 years old. 

Roberts spent all of his baseball 
life, some 30 years; in the Texas 
League, as player, business man- 
ager, club owner and president of 
the league. He began his career 
as a first baseman with the Cor- 
sicana team but he was only an 
average minor league player. 

From Corsicana he went to 
Houston as business manager and 
later became president of that club. 
It was from Roberts that the St. 
Louis Cardinals purchased their 
holdings in the Houston organiza- 
tion.
